OUR N THIS week of our birthday as a nation let us consider 
FIGHTING our soldiers in war. Certain public men preached hotly 
QUALITY. 4a little while ago, and still do, occasionally, that peace was 


destructive of the soldierly qualities. That a generation 
without a war became degenerate, ignoble vegetables; clumsy, slothful, 
passionless, and an easy prey for the first aggressor. Now is a generation 
in its first war, and refuting daily, with a wealth of peace-fed courage, 
skill and stamina, this devilish heresy. In the rush of the last year’s 
events we have perhaps had too little consideration for this great truth 
that has been so ably proved: that we need not fight in battle to be good 
soldiers. Daily for four months our men in the East, —young men who 
knew of war only as a tale that is told — have put shame and confusion upon 
the makers of this Jingq shibboleth. And if any Jingo voice it again in 
any time to come let him be shut up and shamed by the story of their deeds. 


WILLIAM ERMANY’S RULER views the spectre of arbitration, 
REBUKES by all reports, somewhat as the Church views the 
SACRILEGE. higher criticism. The mere friendly consideration of it 


would be a denial of his own peculiar and intimate per- 
sonal relations with the Deity. Had he to give up that gorgeous assump- 
tion he would thereafter be compelled to rest upon his purely human 
merits as a ruler. And, while he has furnished ample proof of his entire 
confidence in himself, even in that extremity, he will probably object to 
being placed there. For, though he must feel competent to do the whole 
thing without help from on high, he is doubtless shrewd enough to suspect 
that an intelligent people of great mental activity, such as the Germans 
are, might begin to ask embarrassing questions should he once submit 
to being regarded as a man like unto themselves. He will hold for his 
divine right even as the Church holds for the literal inspiration of the 


PUCK. 





scriptures. But it should not be forgotten that, even in this funny and 
freakish way, he does come close to the real obstacle to arbitration. The 
rest of us fetch up against it only by a slightly different formula. The 
United States, we opine, would net have submitted to an adverse decree of 
arbitration in its differences with Spain eighteen months ago, nor in its 
later differences’ with some former subjects of Spain. Arbitration 
would not have prevented the Franco-Prussian war nor our own civil war. 
It is only a difference, after all, between ‘‘divine right” and moral right. 
And nations, at the last, will always insist upon being their own judges. 


POPULISM A PLATFORM BUILT upon the shifting conditions of 
VS. prosperity is as a house built upon the sands. 
PROSPERITY. ‘The house of Populism has been washed off into the 
sea of Good Times, and there is of its timbers hardly 
enough left nailed together to menace navigation. Chief Priest Peffer, 
with what seems to be a native Kansan aptitude for aquatics, has swum 
ashore and told of the wreck. And he is being followed, we glean, by 
hosts of other survivors. And they will repent and be again good 
Republicans or good.Democrats according to their old ways of thought. 
And the voice of Bryan will be as the voice of one crying in the 
wilderness. Great business activity, large bank clearings, high wages, 
plenty of work, good crops at good prices—all tell of the havoc that 
has been done in this political party of negation. It will continue to 
languish — until times are bad again. 


A SCIENTIFIC 
TEMPERANCE 
LECTURE. 


ERE IS more about the drink question. A 
chemist of repute has just ascertained to his 
own satisfaction, by a series of experiments, that the 
human stomach will handle two ounces of alcohol 
daily, not only without detriment to itself byt with something very like 
advantage. While it does not build up the body, he declares, this 
limited amount of the stuffserves as fuel in the work of building. But 
any over this amount acts upon the system as poison. We call this a 
pretty good temperance lecture; though it will probably be denounced 
by the temperance societies as the utterance of a human leper, pre- 
judiced and perverted to the last degree. For these societies are so 
intemperate! They would have all the leeway they could use if they 
took this dictum for their text. Surely no man ever died a drunkard 
nor committed any of the crimes that drink inspires who drank no more 
than two ounces of alcohol a day. And quite as surely, too, the 
saloons would:have to close if their present patrons restricted themselves 
to that modicum. The temperance societies can afford to admit, 
cordially and gracefully, the truth of the scientist's assertion. They 
could still point out, quite truthfully, that the drinker of two ounces of 
alcohol daily runs more or less risk, in that he is apt to grow careless in 
his measuring; and that, if he needs any extra fuel, there are several 
kind on the market cheaper and less dangerous than alcohol. We think 
they would thus reach people who now hold aloof from them in scorn of 
their intemperate ways.
